Adams County Jail Robbed Of 
$45 In Cash Belonging To 12 


Prisoners; Safe Was Unlocked 


Sheriff Dorsey J. Schultz today re- 


vealed that the Adams county jail 
was burglarized of approximately 
$45 sometime between 10 o'clock 
Tuesday night and 7 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning. 


State police have joined the sheriff 


in the search for the criminal who 
apparently mnde his way into the 
office of the jail through a small 
coal chute to a bin in the basement. 


A steel door, or cover, over the 


chute to the coal bin remains open, 
at the direction of heating engi- 
neers, at all times in order to provide 
sufficient air for the furnace, the 
sheriff said. The burglar squeezed 
through the opening, passed through 
the cellar ta the office and there 
removed envelopes containing ap- 
proximately $45, all money belonging 
to prisoners, and placed there for 
safekeeping. Schultz said. The sheriff 
said that he would "make good" the 
missing money. 


Safe. Not Locked 


The sheriff said he had opened the 


safe Tuesday morning to remove 
some money for a prisoner who 
wanted to purchase some stamps, 
and then had pushed the door shut, 
but did not turn the tumblers to 
lock the safe. Twelve envelopes usld 
to hold the money for the prisoners 
were all in the proper place in a 
cigar box in the safe at the time. 


Wednesday morning the sheriff 


and Deputy James G. Warren went 
to Harrisburg and upon their return 
learned that a call had been received 
for two of the prisoners to be taken 
before the probation officer. Follow- 
ing usual custom, the sheriff went to 
the safe to see if there were any 
articles there which should be taken 
with the prisoners. He found the 
safe unlocked, but recalled that he 
had forgotten to lock it the previous 
day. When he opened the safe the 
cigar box and envelopes were miss- 
ing. 


Trusties Searched 


At first it was believed that Turn- 


key Joseph Cooley had some oc- 
casion to' remove the 
envelopes 


Wednesday morning and might have 
placed them in some other place. 
Cooley was away from jail on, his 
cxistomary 
Wednesday 
afternoon 


"off" and upon his return Thursday 
morning reported' that he had not 
been near the safe, nor had he seen 
the missing money. 


Two trusties, the only prisoners 


who could have had access to the 
office at any time, were questioned 
and searched. The trusties agreed 
that it "looked bad" for them, but 
asked that they be subjected to a he 
detector test as proof of their inno- 
cence. 


Unable to find the money in the 


jail 
the 
sheriff 
and his aides 


searched the outside. They found 
footprints extending from the Big- 
lerville road to the corner of the 
jail. then, extending to the pit in 
front of the coal chute opening. 
Other prints led from the pit to the 
side of the jail wall and then back 
to the highway. 


Left Other Money 


Search along the way, uncov- 


ered' the envelopes, now empty, and 
the cigar box, hidden in a corn shock. 
neaj- the jail. 


The burglar apparently had en- 


tered the jail via the coal chute, 
had' gone past the furnace, along a 
hallway and then upstairs to the 
jail office. There he had opened the 
sa.fe and apparently some noise 
frightened, him, for he failed to dis- 
cover some additional money in the 
safe. Prisoners, locked behind the 
heavy steel door leading to the cell 
block, heard no noise, nor did the 
sheriff and his family, who were 
asleep upstairs when the intruder 
entered the jail.

BUS PLUNGES 
DOWN 20-FOOT 


EMBANKMENT 


One person was injured and hos- 


pitalized at the Warner hospital 
early this morning, and -several 
others shaken up when a Pittsburgh 
to 
Washington 
Greyhound 
bus 


skidded on the icy highway on the 
Baltimore pike 12 V4 miles south of 
Gettysburg, and plunged" down a 
20-foot embankment. 


At the hospital the injured man's 


name was given as Lewis Toth, 39, 
of 144 Church Walk, Falls Church, 
Va. 


Toth suffered a sprained back, and 


is being held at the hospital for 
observation. 


The accident occurred on a curv- 


ing hill about, a mile and a half 
south of the 
Maryland-Pennsyl- 


vania state line and a mile and 
a half north of Silver Run, Md., bus 
company officials said. The bus went 
down a 20-foot embankment after 
skidding off the highway. It was in 
charge of driver Lawson of Balti- 
more. 


Treated At Scene 


A doctor treated those who re- 


ceived only minor injuries at the 
scene of the accident, and all the 
passengers except Toth continued 
on their journey in another bus sent 
out from Gettysburg. 


The bus- left Gettysburg enroute 


to Washington by way of Baltimore 
at 2:33 o'clock- this morning. It was 
due in Baltimore at 4:18 a.m. and in 
Washington at 5:4-3 a.m., the bus 
station here said. 


It was ten minutes late leaving 


Gettysburg because of ice and snow 
encountered between Ft. Loudon and 
Gettysburg. Bus drivers said there 
was no ice west of Ft. Loudon. 


There was no towing equipment 


available anywhere near the scene 
of the wreck heavy enough to pull 
the bus up the embankment, and 
Greyhound officials sent for equip- 
ment from the L. B. Smith company, 
Lemoyne. 


SPILLED OIL 


BURNS AUMEN 


Fire Chief James A. Aumen, who 


is recovering from first and second 
degree burns of the face received 
at a fire which destroyed the store- 
home of John H. Fritz, Cashtown, 
Thursday morning, said today that 
he was not pulling a barrel of coal 
oil out of the fire when he was 
burned. 


"Assistant Chief Donald McSher- 


ry, Clarence Claybaugh and myself 
were waltang- around the end of 
the small building," Aumen said. 
"Some other firemen were attempt- 
ing'to pull down the outside wall 
to get at the fire. When the wall 
fell, it tipped over a 50-gallon drum 
of coal oil which had been sitting 
inside the building against this wall. 


"The spilled coal oil flared up 


just as we were passing. I was the 
nearest and got the worst of it, 
although Claybaugh suffered a slight 
burn on his neck. McSherry was not 
burned." 


Aumen said he was not engaged 


in pulling the wall down, nor in 
attempting to remove the kerosene. 
"If I had known it was there, I 
wouldn't have been there," he said. 
"None of us knew about the drum."

crease in the number of dwelling i 
units in Adams county and a c!e- j 
crease in the number of farms, The j 
Gettysburg Times learned today. 


While the population of th? coun- j 


ty has jumped between 1940 and 
1950 from 39 435 to 44,084. the num- 
ber of dwelling units has increased 
by 2.142. from 10,0448 in 1940 to 12,- 
390 this year. 


At the same time the number of 


farms has declined from 3,071 ten 
years ago to 2,808 a decrease of 263. 


The increase in population as 


compared to the increase in the 
number of homes indicates that the 
situation in regard to home occu- 
pany is still "tight." 


Two Explanations 


Decline in the number of farms 


was attributed to two causes—the 
first being the inclusion of a num- 
ber of smaller farms into larger 
farms, which has become more and 
more of a trend since the end of 
World War II, and the develop- 
ment of a number oi housing areas 
where farms once existed. 


Menallen and Hamiltonban town- 


ships were affected mostly by the

of smaller farms 
into 


larger ones, judging by the census 
figures.

Allies Are Driven Back 10 
Miles By Massed Red Forces 
In Eastern Sector Of Korea 


Tokyo, Dec. 29 (IP)—Massed Red manpower drove United 


Nations forces back tip to 10 miles today in the eastern sector 
of the Korean warfront. 


There was skirmishing: all along the defense line. 
Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Rid^way. U.S. Eighth Army com- 


mander, expressed "complete confidence in the ultimate suc- 
cess" of the United Nations effort in Korea. 


General MacArthur said two Red regiments seized high 


ground northwest of Oron, 35 miles inland from the Sea of 
Japan coast and about 10 miles south of Parallel 88. 


Enemy Active In All Sectors 


Another thrust rolled Allied forces back southeast of Yong- 
po, 13 miles due east of Oron. 


MacArthur said the Reds were active in almost all sectors 
across Korea's waist. He reported. 5,000 to 6,000 Reds were 
massed west of the frozen Imjin river. Another concentration 
was spotted south of Yonchon, in the central sector. 


Korean Reds were In the forefront 


of the enemy action. Behind them, 
were hordes of Chinese. MacArthur 
estimated Thursday that more than 
1,350,000 Reds—Chinese and North 
Korean—were poised in Korea and 
Manchuria to strike Allied forces. 


XI.N. warplanes struck the enemy 


all along the frigid front and at his 
supply lines from Manchuria. Ob- 
servation planes spotted camou- 
flaged vehicles in the forward, areas. 


MacArthur said the assault in the 


Yongpo area began lightly, with 
tr.N. troops dispersing 100 Reds In 
the initial attack. Later, a'regiment 
of Communists was thrown at the 
Allied troops and ground %vas lost. 


Admit 10 Mile Loss 


A briefing officer • at U.S. Eighth 


Army headquarters said one Allied 
unit was thrown back 10 miles. An- 
other battalion los>, three miles. 


Air observers reported mounting, 


evidence of Chinese and North. Ko- 
rean, forces moving up toward the 
battle zone. 


Ridgway, Eighth Army comman- 


der, imposed tight restrictions on 
pinpointing any units of his huge 
force at this time. 
- While the lid was screwed a little 
tighter on news in Korea by the 
Allied command, the Red radio at 
Pyongyang broadcast that 'United 
Nations forces had suffered losses 
•of men and war material in the 
Kangwon area on December 24 and 
25., 


Claim 320 Casualties 


"The People's forces ^operatlngf in 


the 
Kangwon province 
inflicted 


blows upon the enemy's powerful 
units in the area south of the 38th 
Parallel on December 24 and 25 with 
immense results," the radio said. 


"According to a part of the war 


records, our forces inflicted about 
320 casualties upon the enemy forces 
and captured about 110 troops in the 
said actions." 


MacArthur quoted, the enemy re- 


port in his communique. 


U. S. Far East Air Forces and 


Fifth Air Force fighters and bomb- 
ers kept plugging at the Commu- 
nists, near the Red front.

EXPIRES AT 75

Warren Wright, 75, owner of the 
fabulous Calumet farm thorough- 
bred racing stable, died at his winter 
home here last night after an ill- 
ness of three weeks. 


Wright was master of the most 


successful 
racing 
and 
breeding 


thoroughbred farm in the history of 
the American turf. 


Wright and his wife, the former 


Miss Lucille Parker of Marysville, 
Ky., arrived here early in Decem- 
ber for the winter. He was stricken 
three weeks ago and died,at 8:45 
p.m. (EST). Death was attributed to 
natural causes. 


Mrs. Wright and their son, War- 


ren, Jr., were with him at the end. 
The son arrived here two weeks ago 
from Lexington, Ky. 


Wright, slender and quiet-spoken, 


had an inherent love for race horses 
and he bred them to win. He 
traveled thousands of miles to see 
his thoroughbreds run, but made 
only 
an 
occasional 
sentimental 


wager. 


He began building his turf empire 


in 1931 when he inherited the bulk 
of his father's 
330,000,000 estate. 


The father, William Monroe Wright, 
had founded the Calumet Baking 
Powder company in Chicago in 1888. 


The elder Wright himself had been 


a successful breeder and turfman 
and won the Hanibletonian, Ken- 
tucky futurity and other major har- 
ness events. His. estate included the 
Calumet farm near Lexington, Ky., 
which the son inherited.

tor Wiley (R-Wis.) urged today that 
the United States provide arms, 
sabotage materials, money and en- 
couragement to underground groups 
inside Russia and Communist satel- 
lite countries. 


Wiley, second ranking Republican 


on the Senate Foreign Relations 
committee, said in a statement that 
Russian and 
Communist 
leaders 


have been trying for many years to 
"foment revolutions w i t h i n the 
western nations." Now, he added, 
America, and other nations should 
give the Communists "a taste of 
theh- own vile medicine." 


"All we need to stir up plenty of 


trouble in Russia, Chiva and else- 
where is some daring leadership," 
Wiley said. "A counter-revolutionary 
program against Communism, would 
not cost a drop in,the bucket com- 
pared with the billions we now 
spend." 


He told a reporter later that his 


proposals would require no additional 
legislation or appropriations by Con- 
gress. The Wisconsin senator pro- 
posed that America set up a world- 
wide revolutionary movement against 
Communism patterned upon "the 
Cominform — the Communist inter- 
national."' 


Declaring "there is scarcely a f am- 


ily in Russia that hasn't had a mem- 
ber or relative liquidated or forced 
into slave labor," Wiley said both 
that country and Communist China 
would be fertile fields for a "com- 
mando-type program of psycho- 
logical and revolutionary penetra- 
tion."

GROWING THROUGH FELLOW- 


SHIP WITH CHRIST 


John 15:1-5; Phillppians 3:8-lG 


Memory selection: One thing I do, 


forgetting what lies behind and 
straining forward to what lies 
ahead, I press on toward the goal 
for the prize of the upward call of 
God in Christ Jesus.—Phil. 3:13-14 
Our lesson is a part of that in- 


timate talk. Jesus had with his dis- 
ciples when the end of his human 
life was near. In this respect it 
seems appropriate at the close of j 
the year. He spoke many words of 
comfort and helpfulness, but the 
particular thought of this portion is 
for the future; how his followers 
might continue to grow in faith, and j 
develop the graces of character' 


which He exemplified. Master teach- 
er that He was Jesus employed an 
allegory by which his hearers easily 
understood the truths He meant 
to convey — the 
vine and 
the 


branches. Every Palestinian knew 
how necessary it was for vine and 
branches to stay together. His hear- 
ers would at once see how essential 
ID is for a Christian to remain in 
closest fellowship with Christ, "For 
apart from me you can do nothing." 


Yinedressing 


It is significant that at the very 


beginning of his admonition Jesus 
speaks of pruning; that is, cutting 
away the growth on the vine that 
is worthless. The purpose, of course, 
is that the branches might bring a 
better harvest. The "branches" are 


perscns, and the thought is that a 
true Christian will eliminate from 
his life the things that have no es- 
sential relation to Christ. This may 
include things that are not actually 
wrong, but neither do they aid in 
building individual character, nor 
the Kingdom Jesus came to estab- 
lish. Anyone v/ho keeps close to 
Christ will have no regrets for giv- 
ing up the fruitless things of life. 
The present day offers so many 
thoughts and activities to choose 
from, that only those who yield to 
God's vinedressing will order their 
lives wisely. 


To Illustrate 


As an example of one man who 


yielded to. pruning we have the 
Apostle Paul. Here was a young man 


brilliant in mind, and amoitioxu. He 
was well educated and associated 
with the mo&t learned men of his 
day. It may be assumed tliat he was 
headed toward the supreme court of 
Judaism. His family had means and 
social standing. But after he had 
met Christ and found-Him'to be the 
Vine from whom a superior power 
flowed, he became a willing branch. 
Faith, and faith alone, bound him 
to Christ. He makes a statement in 
writing to the Phillppians: "For His 
sake I have suffered the loss of all 
things, and count them a refuse, in 
order that I may gain Christ and 
be found in Him." So this young 
Hebrew whose future appeared to 
be full of promise as the world

GROSSING 38TH

XcwYork..Dec.:29 </P). — Parallel 


38, where it bisects Korea, fs a 
bleed-red line .now in American 
military'history. 


Should the United Nations' forces 


have stopped there? 


Would .the Chinese Communists 


have remained neutral — at least in 
the military sense — if the Eighth 
army had remained south of the 
line? 


There are no easy answers to these 


questons. They will be debated' for 
many years in the study of this first 
armed collision, between the Com- 
munist world and. the free nations. 
When the Eighth army went over 
the parallel it moved toward; a date 
with destiny. These were the issues: 


Not International Line 


Parallel 38 was not, and never was 


intended to be an international 
boundary between 
two 
different 


Korean "states." It was a World 
"War H military "phase line," mean- 
tag that it was fixed, lor conven- 
ience, by Russian and American 
military commanders in the Orient. 
Pol- administrative purposes, 
the 


Russians agreed to handle the sur- 
render of the Japanese army north 
of parallel 38; the Americans dis- 
armed and1 demobilized the Japanese 
south of the line. 


Tliat was all. The creation of a 


"North" and "South" Korea with 
separate governments, separate 
•armies, and separate areas was 
never envisaged (by the Democracies, 
anyway) when the post-war settle- 
ments were being made. 


Soviet advisors to the North Kor- 


eans, however, quietly turned paral-t 
iel 38 into an actual boundary. The 
iron curtain dropped on it, and two 
Korean "states" thus came into be- 
ing, in .fact if not in law. 
•- 


Reached Line October 1 


The U.N. Army was created,"last 


June and July, for two purposes. 


One was to destroy the North 


Korean' forces which invadedi >the 
south. The other was to clear the 
way for the Korean people, unim- 
peded by 'Communist overlords, to 
establish a single government for 
both halves of the country. 


The Eighth army reached the 38th 


parallel on' October' 1. 


At that time, -the Korean . Red 


army had been '•virtually" destroyed 
as an organized fighting- force. It 
was splintered into countless bands, 
ranging from a few hundred men to 
groups of regimental size (3,000) who 
had fled to the hills, for the most 
part, abandoning- their heavy equip- 
ment, breaking off contact; in. short, 
running: for their lives. Only a few 
of the original 16 Red divisions were 
pulling back in good order into 
North Korea. 


But all of them, organized and 


disorganized, had orders .to make 


halted there, the Reds would have 
carried out this plan, safe and un- 
molested in the vast reaches of 
North Korea. It would have been a 
matter of a month or two, at best, 
before they had re-grouped, received 
new arms and equipment from 
China, and been ready again for 
the field. 


No Military Alternative 


They then would have returned 


to the attack, at a time and place 
of their own choosing, while the 
Eighth Army sat quietly waiting for 
the blow to fall. Hence, from the 
military point of view, there was no 
alternative. 


Moreover, the second objective— 


a unified Korea under one govern- 
ment—could not have been attained. 
The Communist regime was still in 
Pyongyang. And with Communist 
troops controlling the north, no U.N. 
commission could possibly have gone 
up to supervise the proposed Korean 
elections. 


Thus; from the political view, as 


well, the job was only half finished 
when the army reached the parallel. 


It came up to the line on Octo- 


ber :. On that same date, an om- 
inous rumble was heard in Peiping. 
The. Communist Chinese 
foreign 


minister, Chou En-Lai,. said in a 
speech: "China will not sit supinely 
and see her neighbor ravaged by 
the imperialists." 


Not Just Talk 


Apparently, the speech was ap- 


praised as mere sabre-rattling. Actu- 
ally, it turned out to be a specific 
statement of intentions. 


In that same week, as we now 


know, Chinese divisions began stag- 
ing, in Mukden. Two, were ready to 
move by October 10. The Chinese 
began crossing/the Yalu river into 
Korea on October 18, and they 
crossed in force October 21. 


Where'was American intelligence? 


Why/ didn't we know this? Why did 
we continue to move north? 


General MacArthur's chief of in- 


telligence, Major General' Charles 
\. Willoughby, says we did know 
.fc. By October 28, a dozen or more . 
Dhinese prisoners were taken. Peip- 
ng said they were "volunteers/ but 
iie prisoners named their army 
units and said they had never heard 
anything about "volunteering." 


Die Was Cast 


The Chinese struck hard in" early 


November and halted the 'TTJT. race 
;oward t)he Yalu river. Then, mys- 
eriously, they disappeared, for sev- 
eral weeks. 


There was great hope on the U.N. 


iide that they had made a brief 
'gesture" . toward helping the de- 
eated Korean Reds, and having 
done so, had gone back across the 
border into China'; 


Actually, they were building up 
strength ;in the mountains about 40 
miles south of the Yalu. When the 
moment came, they struck. 


Intelligence may not'have known 


he size of the Chinese force. Cer- 
ainly, it did not know the inten- 
ions of the Peiping government. 
Jut by that 'time, late'.November, 
the die was already cast, and for 
better or worse, there was nothing to 
do,, but fight'it out.
